A Plea of Guilty Entered by the Whole

Kowanoo bank robbers began yesterday, Judge 
Glenn presiding. Ou being arraigned the pris- 
oner, Scolt, stated ho waa not yet ready to 
plead, and asked that his case be allowed

afternoon. This 


waa granted, and Pratt, tho cashier, Dunklo, 
aud Welch, tho traveling men, then pleaded 
guilty to the robbing ol tho bank, and a num- 
ber of witnesses were then examined as to 
their previous good 
character. 
Detective 


William A. Pinkerton then testified aa to tho 
working up tho caao by tho Pinkerton 
agency and the arrest of the four prisoners 
and recovery of nearly ?1T,000 of tho money 
atoleu. Touching appeals wero then made 
by Judge Mitchell, of Dos Moinou, for Dunkle, 
and C. K. Ludd, of Kewauoo, for Pratt, and 
Moclc and Hand for Welch, moving tho masses 
which crowded the court to tears. On con- 
cluding Judge Glenn decided that ho would not 
sentence tho prisouora until tho caac of Dr. Scott 
was tried. A consultation of counsel followed, 
when it was decided to allow Dr. Scott to plead 
guilty to tho forgery of tho $1,000 perpetrated 
on the bank a year ago by Scott, Welch and 
Cashier Pratt, and to alao allow the evidence 
of his participation in tho bank robbery to bo 
ahown. An able argument for mercy to Scott 
was mado by Jndgo Durham, of Gonoseo. The 
proaoeution was ably conducted by District 
Attorney Milchriat and Judge Wilson, of Ke- 
wanee. 
After hearing all tho arguments, 


Judge Glenn decided not to pasa sentence for 
aoveral days, and to take time to thiuk as to 
the punishment to inflict.
